| following cases: 


First, to purchase lands of depart- 
ing immigrants; second, to purchase 
lands from the land fund: third, to 
defray entailed expenses to stimulate 
and facilitate the transition from com- 
munal to individual ownership. 

While the measure does not abolish 
outright the principle of alienability of 
communal lands, it strikes at the root 
of the idea and introduces a powerful 
factor which is designed to split the 
agrarian problem, break up the pres- 
ent communal ownership and increase 
the number of farmers and freehold-

of Harvard, and prior to his election to 
Congress was District Attorney of the 
Middie District of his State. He was 
National Guard of 
Massachusetts, serving as a private 
and afterwards as Judge Advocate- 
General on the staff of Governor Roger 
Walcott. He became a Representative 
in Congress from the Third Massa- 
chusetts District in 1995. He was a 
trustee of several State and private 
institutions. 

Congressman Hoar since September 
26 had been unabie to take part in the 
campaign for his reélection to Con- 
gress. At the time of his renomination, 
when it was thought that his iliness 
was of a temporary character, his writ- 
ten letter of acceptance was presented 
to the district convention. 

The Congressman was at first 
thought to be suffering from neuralgia, 
but alarming symptoms soon developed 
and a few days age an operation was 
performed, but in spite of this the pa- 
tient continued to fail. 

The Third District Congressional 
Committee which was in session at the 
time of Congressman Hoar's death 
nominated Charles G. Washburn to 
fill the vacancy.

t 595 ballots had been cast, 
or four in excess of the convention's 
total vote. Francisco had 292 and Le- 
lande had 303 votes. e four illegal 
votes taken out, still left Lelande 
the nominee. 

Black asked the convention as a 
whole to ratify the nomination of Le- 
lande by throwing out the four votes. 

Objection arose to this and an up- 


roar ensued. Black was placed in a 


delicate’ position. He had nominated 
Francisco, but the enforcement of 
his proposition meant the nomination 
of Lelande.

This lot has a frontage on Broadway 
of 110 feet and of 160 on Seventh street 
to an alley. This amounts to the tre- 
mendous sum of about $6000 a front 
foot on Broadway. The purehasers are 
not known. 

DETAILS OF SALE. 


“Fourteen years age I bought this 


property in two parcels and the total 
cost was $33,000,” said Mr. Vogel, 
“About ninety days ago I gave W. I. 
Hollingsworth & Co., a sixty-day op- 
tion, and they deposited $25,000. When 
the sixty days had elapsed it was ex- 
plained that the money had not been 
deposited and the company paid me an 
additional sum for an extension ofthe 
option for thirty days. Two weeks ago 
the abstract of tithe was completed, 
and the deal was closed today, I re- 
ceiving one-sixth of the purchase price.

M’PHERSON IS BEING TRIED ON 
CHARGE OF FORGERY. 


Arrived Here as a Refugee, but 
Quickly Set About Bettering His 
Condition and Progressed Along 
What He Thought Was Line of the 
Least Resistance Until Arrested. 


C. F. McPherson nearly solved the 
problem of getting something out of 
nothing, but he overlooked a trifling 
defect in his typewriter, and that in- 
significant little omission led to inter- 
ruption in his work. Now he is before 
Judge Smith and a jury to answer the 
charge of forgery. 
McPherson came to Los Angeles as a 
refugee after the San Francisco fire In 
a state of absolute impecuniosity. He 
hadn’t a cent in the “world, but he had 
nerve, and set out at once to get some- 
thing to do. One day his eye casually 
fan down the columns of the de- 
Unquent tax list published in the 
press, and a brilliant Idea occurred to 
him. 
It did not seem possible that all the 
property represented was delinquent 
merely . because the owners were for- 
getful, much less that they refused to 
pay their taxes. A considerable pro- 
portion must represent property with 
owners resident in some other State 
that had forgotten to pay taxes, or that 
the owners had died and the property 
was kicking about as the flotsam and 
jetsum of the real estate world. 

McPherson noted three lots in the 
Highland Tract, the owner being set 
out as James Wallace. He determined 
to run down the history of these three 
lots, and then discovered that the 
taxes had been delinquent off and on 
for several years. He also found out 
that James Wallace had been a saloon 
keeper at Second and Main streets, who 
had died in 1890. McPherson Is alleged 
to have seen a brilliant future opening 
before him about this time. 

It is claimed by the prosecution that 


three lots purporting to have been 
made by Wallace, conveying title to 
one Andrew C. Zanger in 1889. Another 
feed by Zanger purported to deed the 
same property to one B. C. Bell. Bell in 
turn, gave a power of attorney to Me- 
Pherson to sell the property. and 
acknowledgment was made before a 
notary in San Diego. It is claimed 
that McPherson went to San Diego, 
there posed as Bell and acknowledged 
the instrument from himself to himself. 

One of the strange things in connec- 
tion with this deed- making has been 
the ease with which the defendant 
could get a notary to identify him as 
the person making the deed. The law 
requires identification by the notary. 
This question of notarial duty is one 
that will probably be brought under 
the notice of the Legislature, with a 
view to some sweeping changes In the 
law bearing upon the matter. 

In the course of his alleged manipu- 
lations McPherson filed certain of the 
deeds with the Title Insurance and 
Trust Company, and there a clerk 
named Joe Taylor noticed a flaw in one 
of the letters of a word in a certain 
document. It arose merely from one of 
the types in the machine being battered 
a little. Taylor was keen of vision and 
was astonished that in all of the deeds 
relating to this particular property and 
extending down from 1889, a §stmilar 
battered type should have got in its 
work. This is what caused inquiry to 
be made in the first instance, and the 
folly of making a number of bogus 
deeds out on the same machine became 
apparent.

The company has a capital stock of

Soon she saw 
her stock listed as delinquent and re- 
ceived published notice that if not 
paid it would be sold. Yesterday was 
the time for the sale, but Mrs. Pugh 
sought a restraining order, pending 
a determination of the suit to settle 
her liability, and the granting of a 
perpetual injunction.

Lucy Hernandez and Theresa Ybar- 
ra, the girls in.question, finally mate- 
rialized. They came into court early 
in the afternoon, subdued and silent. 
On the stand they lapsed into forget- 
fulness of the English language, but 
the “court interpreter translated for 
them. Then came the surprise for 
City Prosecutor Frederickson. 

Neither Lucy nor Taeresa told the 
story which they had been expected 
to tell. Instead, they sald that they 
had refused to serve liquor to Stevens; 
that Stevens, who is noted for abste- 
miousness, had come to the place 
drunk: and that he had insisted on 
Lucy going out for liquor.

Wallace, the Choice of Non -Par- 
tisans, Nominated on First Ballot, 
and Yonkin Wins in His Ward on 
Fifth Count—Bartender and Pos- 
sible Democrat on the Ticket. 


Contests for the Councilmanic nom- 
inations were lively in but three of the 
nine wards of the city. These were 
the Fourth, Fifth and Sixth. A. J. 
Wallace, already nominated by the 
Non-Partisan City Central Committee, 
was the choice of the Republican con- 
vention of the Fifth Ward. Of the 
three the bitterest fight was in the 
Sixth, where five candidates battled for 
the privilege of meeting Dr. Howton 
and six or seven other nominees at the 
polls on election day.

In the First Ward there was no op- 
position to Charles J. Letts: the same 
was true in the Second, where E. A. 
Clampitt received all the ballots cast. 
In the Third F. A. Ralph's friends 
made an ineffectual attempt to nomi- 
nate him, but S. W. Hiller, the incum- 
bent, was handed the nomination. 

It required three ballots to nominate 
in the fourth, where the candidates 
were Feral K. Rule, W. H. Gilbert and 
George McLain. McLain formerly was 
Councilman of the Second Ward. M. 
P. Nolte had withdrawn from the race 
prior to the convention, so too, had A. 
H. Armstrong, while Mr. Rule entered 
the contest at the last moment. It had

His ill- 
ness apparently interrupted the plans. 


WELL-KNOWN BANKER. 

Mr. Mossin was one of the best- 
known bankers of Los Angeles. For 
many years he has been manager of 
the 


one of the best 
equipped bankers for the position in 
the West. Not only was he a skilled 
financier, but he was so thoroughly 
honest that he was always considered 
one of the best men in connection 
with the banking business of the city. 

In addition to his banking occupa- 
tions, he had long been on the Mem- 
bership Committee of the California 
Club, and was one of those most in- 
terested in the success of the club. He 
was also an enthusiastic member of the 
Country Club, and very fond of golf; 
although ‘his continual delicate health 
did not alow him to take a great part 
in the game. 

Mr. Mossin was born in Milwaukee 
— fifty years ago. His father was 

ead of a large engraving establish- 
ment there. Mr. Mossin entered the 
wholesale and retail grocery business 
with the firm of T. A. Chapman, and 
shortly became head book-keeper for 
them. He then entered the German- 
American Bank, where he was when he 
decided to come to California on ac- 
count of ill health, which was in 1854. 

HIS CAREER HERE. 

He came directly to Los Angeles and 
entered the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
Bank. After a few years he left that 
institution to become cashier of the 
California Bank, which position he 
held until two or three years ago, when 
it was reorganized as the American 
National Bank. At that time Mr. Mos- 


sin became its vice-president, and

Of course, we have our opinion of 
the housekeeper who will allow stink- 
ing things like these cans to remain in 
front of their residences, and person- 
ally I should want to inspect very 
carefully the beds of such housekeep- 
ers before sleeping in them, but there 
is no accounting for tastes. 

It seems a comparatively easy mat- 
ter to regulate this collection of gar- 
bage.

LONG BEACH TOO LOSE A WELL- 
KNOWN LANDMARK. 
Theater of Size Suited to the Needs 
of the Town Is to Occupy the Space
